She was their newspaper, 
postoffice, the one excitement of their 
dreary existence, the one link between 
their own misery and the happiness of 
their fellow creatures.

senger from the outer life was scarcely 
less welcome. There was not a man on 
the island who did not fee! his heart 
grow heavier when her white sails dis­ 
appeared behind tile shoulder of the 
hill. 
On the present occasion business of 
more than ordinary importance had pro­ 
cured for Major Vickers this pleasurable 
excitement. 
It had been resolved by 
Gov. Arthur that the convict establish­ 
ment should be broken up. 
A succession 
of murders and attempted escapes had 
called public attention to the place, and 
its distance from Hobart Town render­ 
ed it Inconvenient and expensive. 
As- 
thur had fixed upon Tasman’s penin­ 
sula as a future convict depot, and nam­ 
ing it Port Arthur, in honor of himself, 
had sent down Lieut. Maurice Frere 
with instructions for# Vickers to convey

Seven classes of criminals were es­ 
tablished, when the new barracks for 
prisoners at Hobart Town were finished.

while the seventh were the refuse of 
this refuse— the murderers, bandits and 
villains, whom Hither chain nor lash 
could tame. They were regarded as so­ 
cially dead, and shipped to Hell’s Gates 
or

The discipline at the place 
was so severe, and the life so terrible, 
that prisoners would risk all to escape 
from 
it. 
In one year, 
of 
eighty-five 
deaths there, only thirty were from nat­ 
ural causes; of the 
remaining 
dead, 
twenty-seven were drowned, eight killed 
accidentally, three shot by the soldiers, 
and twelve murdered by their comrades. 
In another year one hundred and sixty- 
nine men out of one hundred and eighty- 
two were punished to the extent of two 
thousand lashes. 
During the ten years 
of its existence one hundred and twelve 
men escaped, out of whom sixty-two only 
were found—dead. The prisoners killed 
themselves to avoid living any longer, 
and, if so fortunate as to penetrate the 
desert of scrub, heath and swamp which 
lay between their prison and the settled 
districts, preferred death to recapture. 
Successfully to transport the remnant of 
this desperate band of doubly <%nvieted 
felons to A rthur’s new prison was the 
mission of Maurice Frere.

You remember him, of 
course— the ringleader of the mutiny in 
the Malabar. 
A dreadful ruffian. 
He 
was the most violent the first year I 
was here. 
Barton used to flog a good 
deal, and Dawes had a childish dread 
of tile cat. 
When I came, he’d made a 
sort of petition to be sent back to the 
settlement.

guide; for the palate will often Induce 
a desire and relish for th at which Is 
m ost mischievous and indigestible. The 
old saying of ‘eat w hat you like* is now 
shunned by everybody of 20 years* ex­ 
perience. 
Still, w ithout appetite, it is 
a very difficult affair to subsist— for 
the pleasure depends chiefly upon the 
relish. 
The relish may become, as 
has been stated, a vitiated one, but it 
is quite possible to m ake the stomach, 
by a little forbearance and practice, 
as enam ored of w hat is wholesome and 
nutritious as of th at which is hurt­ 
ful, and not concoctive.” 
Again he says: “The delicate should 
feed carefully, not abundantly; it is 
not quantity which nourishes, but only 
th a t which assim ilates.” 
‘‘Be careful of your digestion” is the 
keynote of the doctor’s argum ent. 
He 
says: “H ealth In man, as In other ani­ 
mals, depends upon the proper per­ 
form ance of all the functions. 
These 
functions may be shortly said to be 
three: 
(I) tissue change; (2) removal 
of w aste; (3) supply of new m aterial. 
F or the activity of man, like the heat 
of the fire by which bo cooks his food, 
is m aintained by combustion; and just 
as the fire may be prevented from 
burning brightly by improper disposi­ 
tion of the fuel, or im perfect supply 
of air, and as it will certainly go out 
if fresh fuel is not supplied, and may 
be choked by its own ashes, so m an’s 
activity may be lessened by imperfect 
tissue change, and may be put an end 
to, by an insufficient supply of new 
m aterial and 
im perfect 
removal of 
w aste products. 
“We should see to it th at free elimi­ 
nation is maintaine'Jap for the ashes 
m ust be kept out of tm* system in or­ 
der to have good health. 
The skin, 
kidney and bowels m ust do their elimi­ 
native work properly. 
If the bowels 
occasionally become torpid, try to reg­ 
ulate them with exercise and proper 
food, such as fruits, green vegetables, 
salads, cereals, corn, whole w heat or 
graham 
bread, 
fish, 
poultry, 
light 
soups, etc. 
Plenty of w ater is also 
valuable, and a glass full of cold or 
hot w ater the first thing upon rising 
in the morning will aid much in over­ 
coming constipation. 
Regular habit, 
cold baths and m assage are very effi­ 
cacious. 
In case the constipation does 
not yield to these hygienic measures, 
some simple, harm less laxative may 
be required, such as California Syrup 
of Figs—a non-irritating preparation 
of senna in fig syrup— Laxative min­ 
eral w aters are beneficial in 
some 
cases, but not to be employed contin­ 
ually.

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COAL OIL JOHNNY IS AT DEATH’S 
DOOR. 


Youth W ho W ent Through $3,000,- 
OOO Iii Sow Almont 
a 
Pumper— 
Jilted College Boy Slay* Sweet­ 
heart aud Wound* Three Other*. 


John W. Sieol, known as “Coal Oil 
Johnny,** who in seven mouths daring 
1862 squandered a fortune of $.*{.000,000 
and earned the reputation of being the 
most remarkable spender in history, is 
dying on Fee farm, near Franklin, Pa. 
At his bedside his faithful wife is his 
sole companion. He has the necessaries 
of life but nothing more. His last forty 
years have been spent in grief because 
of his earlier folly. 
“Coal Oil Johnny 
was 20 years old in 18*11, when his fostei 
mother was blown to pieces while trying 
to ignite a fire with coal oil. That acci­ 
dent gave Johnny his nickname, also a 
farm under which were oceans of oil and 
a bank account of $500,000. He had to 
wait one year to get possession of this 
wealth, ami for twelve months he plotted 
and planned how he would cut a figure 
with his fortune. His record as a spend­ 
thrift Is told in a book written by a 
brighter mind than Johnny's, because he 
never learned to read or write. 
This 
young man marched about the streets in 
Oil City, the petroleum center, aud other 
oil towns bedecked in the currency of the 
United States, bills of various denomina­ 
tions being pinned to bis coat and trou­ 
sers. 
He used paper money as a lining 
for his hats. 
He scattered this wealth 
broadcast, each day paying $5 for a shoe 
shine and $10 for a shave. 
His tips to 
waiters amounted to from $5 to $10. He 
gave friends money to gamble with, ami 
once he bought a hotel and gave it to 
the clerk. After six months of this riot­ 
ous living in 1862 he got to the end of bis 
string. 
He sold his oil properties, with 
the royalties, for a song. 
One morning 
he awoke dead broke. 
HU friends de­ 
serted him. and he had hard work getting 
a job at $1.50 a day. He went west and 
lived in Kansas, South 
Dakota 
and 
Washington.

No c iv iliz e d land ainee the atrocities 
of the French revolution has been en­ 
gaged in such scenes of horror and 
bloodshed as Russia is experiencing. 
The nation seems to have been hope­ 
lessly plunged into anarchy, with the 
whole fabric of society falling iuto dis­ 
integration. 
On the western border, the Baltic 
provinces have revolted and proclaim­ 
ed a sort of republic. Odessa, in the 
south, has been drenched in blood. 
Saratoff, in the east, is in a condition 
of anarchy, and even far away Vlad­ 
ivostok has felt the thrill of the revo­ 
lutionary spirit, which is sweeping 
over the broad empire of the Czar. 
And now Moscow, the ancient capital 
and the seat both of religious and po­ 
litical power, Is in the throes of civil 
war. 
Men who were yesterday the 
submissive victims of the bureaucratic 
power have risen and met the Czar’s 
trained legions. 
Behind barricades in 
the open streets and from the roofs 
of buildings they 
have fought the 
dreaded Cossacks and have learned 
that Cossacks, too, when bullets are 
well aimed and bombs carefully di­ 
rected, can die. The flow of red blood 
in the streets, as their ancient ene­ 
mies went down before bomb and 
ballet, 
fiercely 
thrilled 
them 
and 
throwing all fear aside they plunged 
like madmen into the fighting, pre­ 
pared to die and dying happily ii they 
could take along a Cossack or two for 
company. 
The fighting in the streets of Mos­ 
cow between the revolutionists and 
soldiers has been of the fiercest kind. 
Wherever the conditions lent them­ 
selves to the style of warfare, barri­ 
cades were erected in the streets and 
from behind them the revolutionists 
fought with grim determination. Dis­ 
lodged from barricades in one street, 
the revolutionists fled to erect fresh 
obstacles in another thoroughfare, and 
thus for days they have kept up an 
almost endless fight. 
Comrades fell 
by their side in rows, the machine 
guns and shrapnel fire of the soldiers 
doing fearful execution; but the sight 
of blood only deepened their hate and 
made them more determined to win 
the freedom so long and cruelly denied 
them. 
In Moscow for several 
days 
the 
streets were like slaughter houses. The 
revolutionists found shelter, some be­ 
hind the street barricades, some with­ 
in buildings, others upon roofs, and 
from these vantage points did deadly 
execution among the soldiers. 
Often 
the latter used artillery to demolish 
buildings in which the revolutionists 
had entrenched themselves; but driveu 
out of one place, 
the 
revolutionists 
speedily rallied in another, taking ad­ 
vantage of every opportunity lo pick 
off the Cossacks by rifle fire or blow 
them up with bombs. 
Owing to the 
lack of discipline among the Cossafks, 
the latter in many cases fell easy vic­ 
tims. 
Drunken bands of them charg­ 
ed wildly through 
the 
streets and 
many were tom to pieces by bombs 
frapped from the roofs of buildings. 
Sometimes groups of regular soldiers 
joined the revolutionists, bringing to 
their support much needed ammuni­ 
tion and arms. 
The desperate nature of the fighting 
may be inferred from the estimates of 
the dead and wounded during three 
days of this awful carnage. 
A corre­ 
spondent in touch with the situation 
says that no fewer than 5,000 were 
killed, while he places the number of 
the injured at 14,000. 
The city is In 
a state of chaos, neither life nor prop­ 
erty being secure. 
Hundreds of inno­ 
cent persons have been killed In their 
houses by stray bullets and other hun­ 
dreds have fallen in the streets. Rus­ 
sia Is indeed paying a fearful price 
for the infamies her government has 
practiced for centuries upon a long­ 
suffering people.

Chicago and Erie Train I* W recked 
and Four Men Are K illed. 
Following the explosion of the loco­ 
motive boiler, which killed four men 
outright, a fast freight train on the 
Erie railroad-carrying $10(1,OOO worth 
of fancy meats and IOO live cattle from 
Chicago to the East, w as wrecked and 
destroyed by fire near North Judson, 
Ind., Friday. 
The cattie were cre­ 
mated. 
The explosion blew several of tile 
thirty-five cars in the train into bits, 
and caused others to leave the track. 
When wreckage and contents of the 
cars were strewn about, fire from the 
exploded engine spread. 
Fed by the 
fats of the meats, the flames soon 
enveloped the entire mass. 
The train was known as the second 
section of No. 80 and was going at a 
speed of 45 miles an hour when, with­ 
out the slightest warning, the explo­ 
sion occurred. Three of the men were 
in the engine cab and the other was 
on the first car. 
All w’ere blown to 
pieces. The first three cars were com­ 
pletely destroyed by the explosion. The 
seven cars behind them were piled up 
on top of one another. The live stock 
in some of the cars were able to es­ 
cape and scrambled in a mad rush to 
get away from the wreck. 
Citizens of North Judson and farm ­ 
ers who wont to the scene of the 
wreck endeavored to save several cars 
of merchandise and fancy meats which 
were not destroyed by the first force 
of the explosion and wreck. 
Word 
was sent to the division headquarters 
at Huntington, and fire engines were 
immediately sent to the wreck.

Mr. Morrill 
served twelve years in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives— from 1855 to 
1867— and 
thirty-tw o years in the Senate— from 
1867 to 1899. 
H e died in Jan u ary of 
th at year. 
If he had lived until March 
3 he would have completed his forty 
third year of consecutive service. 
Mr. Allison entered the House of Rep­ 
resentatives Dec. 2, 1863. H e was sworn 
in as a Senator M arch 4, 1873, and has 
been re-elected fire times. 
H is present, 
and sixth, term expires M arch 4. 1909, 
and if he lives to th at date he will be 80 
years aud I day old, having been born 
March 2, 1829. 
And he will have serv­ 
ed th irty -six consecutive years in the 
Senate and forty-six consecutive years 
in the Congress of the United States. 
John Sherman was in public life long­ 
er than Mr. Allison. H e served six years 
in the House, thirty-tw o in the Senate, 
and nearly seven years in the cabinet, as 
Secretary of the Treasury aud Secretary 
of State. 
The only other men on the congres­ 
sional roll who have served thirty years 
or more are John Percival Jones of Ne­ 
vada. who was in the Senate from 1873 
to 1903 w ithout a break; Francis M a­ 
rion Cockrell of Missouri, who served 
from M arch 4, 1875, to M arch 3, 1905, 
and Thom as H art Benton of Missouri, 
who served from 1821 to 1851.

abandoned Morales to his fate. 
The 
Intention of the President seems to 
be only to take such steps as will pro­ 
tect the lives of the American receiv­ 
ers, clerks, collectors and others who 
have been loaned to Morales and com­ 
missioned by him. 
President Carlos F. Morales, of San­ 
to Domingo, -who fled from his capital 
and is a fugitive from the wrath of 
the revolutionists, is a product of one 
of the many revolutions peculiar to 
Latin America. Ile is not yet 40, was 
born at Porto Plata, in the island, was 
educated for a priest, and for eight 
years followed that calling. 
He then 
turned his attention to the politics of 
his disturbed little country, served un­ 
der Jiminez and Wos y GU, and on 
two occasions was exiled for plotting 
against the government. 
He had par­ 
ticipated in six unsuccessful revolu­ 
tions, when, in October, 1903, he led 
an attack on the then President Wos 
y GII, and being successful, declared 
himself dictator and later president. 
He claims to be friendly to the United 
States, but has always resented the 
interference of this country in the af­ 
fairs of the islands.

Lobbies are thick in the corridors of 
the big, white national state house these 
days. 
There is the railroad lobby, well 
and persistently maintained. 
But the 
most strenuous and dangerous, as well as 
the most picturesque lobby of all, is the 
mine owners’ lobby from Arizona, fight­ 
ing statehood for that territory. 
It is 
picturesque because of the bold methods 
its employs, and because it has at least 
two United States Senators among its 
backers. It is dangerous because of the 
possibility that grave scandals may re­ 
sult from its operations. 
It is a lobby 
with hundreds of millions of dollars back 
of it. 
The agents and manipulators of 
its schemes are too smart to offer out­ 
right bribes. But they have mining stock 
for sale—stock which is sure to earn a 
big profit—stock that will “pay big to all 
who get in on the ground floor. 
And 
just now we are letting a little of it out 
to our friends.” 
It seems rather strange that the rich 
mine owners of Arizona should be fight­ 
ing statehood, either single or joint, but 
the reason for it is not far to seek. They 
own the territory now. 
They run it. 
They are lords of the estate. 
Naturally 
they do not want to run any risks by a 
change to statehood. 
These mining cor­ 
porations have had things their own way 
a1! along the line, but in no particular 
so emphatically as in the assessed valua­ 
tion of their property upon which they 
are called to pay taxes. 
These powerful corporations do not 
want statehood. They can operate more 
independently and profitably under a ter­ 
ritorial form of government, and they 
stand ready to devote a big share of their 
millions to the work of preventing the 
passage of a bill giving Arizona either 
single statehood ac joint statehood with 
New Mexico.

Manx Vessel* 
Lost 
on 
the 
Groat 
Lake* D aring the Past Year. 
Navigation for the year on the Great 
Lakes has been one of unequaled hard­ 
ship aud disaster to all concerned. 
The 
total value of vessels lost is placed at 
$4,625,000, and of cargoes at $750,000, 
which 
is 
greater 
than 
ever 
before 
reached. 
Seventy-nine vessels were destroyed by 
storm and fire. There were 740 casual­ 
ties of all kinds. 
Last year there were 
only 430, in 1903 there were 522 and 
in 1902 562. 
Lake Erie led all the 
lakes, with 158 disasters; Lake Superior 
was next with 129; Lake Huron had 108; 
Detroit and St. Clair rivers. 114; Soc 
Passage 65 and Lake Ontario 48. 
Lake Superior led all the lakes in the 
number of lives lost and property de­ 
stroyed. 
The storm of Nov. 28 of this 
year was one of the most destructive 
ever known. The property loss by it is 
now estimated at $1,750,000, and this 
will be greatly increased if some of the 
big vessels now ashore are not released 
before winter sets in. 
Marine underwriters have been hard 
hit. Some of the big companies will be 
called upon to pay $2 for every dollar 
received in premiums. The losses which 
they will have to pay aggregate $1,516,- 
000 on hulls and $430,000 on cargoes, 
which does not take into account a long 
list of partial losses. 
The great losses of the past season 
occurred during the three big storms of 
the fall. 
During the early months of 
the season the underwriters were re­ 
markably fortunate, few of the boats 
lost being insured. 
Owing solely to the 
fact that the steel trust does not carry 
marine insurance, some of the companies 
probably escaped bankruptcy. Up to the 
present year the steel trust has made 
money by not insuring. 
The premiums 
on its fleet would amount to about $750,- 
000 a year. 
A comfortable surplus was 
accumulated during 1903 and 1904, but 
it is said that the November storm wiped 
this out.______________

After four months of most arduous 
work the legislative 
committee 
ap­ 
pointed at an extra session of the 
New York legislature adjourned Sat­ 
urday 
night. 
Since 
rn id-summer 
through the workings of this comm it­ 
e ra te d under the laws of New York 
State, and many incoprorated under 
the laws of other States, have been 
subjected to a searching examination 
as to their business methods. The tes­ 
timony has been sensational at many 
sessions, and in these four months, the 
public has watched closely day by day 
the developments. 
With the termination of the com­ 
mittee’s inquiry there comes to an end 
an investigation which in many ways 
marks an epoch in the country’s busi­ 
ness history. 
It is too early to esti­ 
mate the ultimate results of the in­ 
vestigation, but they cannot fail to be 
far-reaching. 
When, early in the past 
year, the disagreement between James 
Hazen Hyde and President Alexander 
of the Equitable Life Assurance Socie­ 
ty brought to light some of the pecu­ 
liarities in tile administration of that 
concern, the public had not the faint­ 
est conception of the true state of af­ 
fairs as regards any of the leading 
companies. 
Even by the end of June 
tne facts were but vaguely suspected. 
From the time the investigating com­ 
mittee began work, four months ago, 
the process of turning up new scan­ 
dals and instances of graft has been 
almost continuous. Hardly a week has 
gone by without its 
disclosures 
of 
fresh Instances of extravagance or p ri­ 
vate greed or new revelations of sin­ 
ister and unsuspected 
relations 
be­ 
tween business and polities. 
The men 
directly affected by these disclosures 
have been some of the most conspicu­ 
ous in imblic life, but hardly one of 
them 
has 
escainxl 
suspicion, while 
many of them have suffered a lass of 
prestige and reputation from 
which 
they never will recover. 
Not the least instructive feature of 
the inquiry has l>een the lesson it has 
afforded regarding the practical value 
of 
a 
legislative investigation when 
properly conducted. The public gener­ 
ally is prone to be i»essiiiiistie as to 
the utility of such investigations. Or­ 
dinarily they begin with much osten­ 
tation and high promise of results drily 
to term inate in a perfunctory 
and 
valueless rei>ort. The New York com­ 
mittee, made up of men who were in 
earnest and equipped with an able, 
tactful and aggressive lawyer, who 
saw his duty and did it without hesi­ 
tation, obtained facts which will lead 
to real and permanent reforms. 
New 
aud better laws and better methods of 
supervising insurance companies will 
be provided. 
Public sentiment as re­ 
gards honest business standards has 
been improved.

Prison for sluggers and for men who 
hire them was the law’s decree Friday 
in Chicago after a trial that in many of 
its aspects has been unprecedented in 
the history of the city’s courts. Charles 
Gilhooley, head and front of the slug­ 
gers brought to light through the killing 
of Chris J. Carlstrom in a slugging epi* 
side, not only received a prison sentence 
with one of his strong-armed associate* 
and five members of the crowd that hired 
him, but he was fined in addition. 
Gil­ 
hooley was given the limit of the law— 
from one to five years in prison and a 
$2,000 fine, which amounts to more than 
eight years’ imprisonment. 
Peculiar significance attaches to the 
proceeding, which has been known all 
along as “the Gilhooiey case,” through 
the fact that it is the fir^t case in which 
member? of a union and hired sluggers 
ever have been tried jointly under the 
conspiracy law' of Illinois. The conspir­ 
acy charged lay in an agreement by offi­ 
cers of Carriage and Wood Workers’ 
Union No. 4 to procure assaults on vio­ 
lators of strike orders. 
The trial con­ 
sumed 102 calendar days and cost the 
State approximately $45,000 and estab­ 
lished a new- record as to the length of 
time required to secure a jury.

BREAD THE BEST OF FOODS. 


CHAPTER XIV.

The restraint which had been imposed 


Physician Say* that It la More No* 
tritium* than Meat. 
According to Dr. Robert Hutchin­ 
son, of the London hospital, who sup­ 
plied evidence regarding food supply 
to a royal commission, bread is the 
most im portant of all the common 
foods of the people. 
As a yielder of 
energy one pound of bread is more 
valuable than a pound of meat. 
Its 
chief deficiency, however, is its pov­ 
erty in 
nitrogenous m atter and It 
therefore has to be supplemented with 
articles that remedy this defect. Life 
could be sustained for long periods or 
a diet of bread, with a few’ beaus or 
a little cheese. 
A man in time of scarcity of general 
food could subsist upon two pounds of 
bread a day, says Dr. Hutchinson. He 
would begin to suffer from lack of en­ 
ergy if he got less, but could go con­ 
siderably below the two pounds for a 
bare subsistence in times of great ur­ 
gency, such as garrisons undergo in 
time of siege. Under these conditions 
it is disease that carries men off rather 
than starvation. 
One interesting point on which Dr. 
Hutchinson Insists is the value of or­ 
dinary white bread. 
Rye, he says, Is 
lower in nutritive value than wheat. 
The next most important article of 
diet as a source of energy is sugar. Iii 
commenting on this Dr. Hutchinson 
makes an interesting statem ent on the 
duties of food. 
“The unfortunate thing about sugar 
Is that t contains no nitrogenous m at­ 
ter at all,” says the expert. 
“Bread 
does contain some. 
W ithout nitro­ 
genous m atter one cannot get on at all. 
It Is absolutely necessary. 
“There are two sorts of food. 
The 
two things that food does are—first, it 
keeps the body in repair; and, second, 
it supplies It with energy. Some foods 
cab supply It with energy, but cannot 
do anything to keep it in repair. Bread 
can do both, but it is better as a source 
of energy than as a repairer.” 
Among the nitrogenous foods in­ 
stanced as good adjuncts In supplying 
the defects of bread are beans, cheese 
and fish. The white of an egg is stated 
to be an essential element of food. If 
no meat is available at any time bread, 
sugir and eggs are all that is wanted 
for “a very respectable support for the 
body.” 
Under conditions of compara­ 
tive scarcity if a child Is given Its 
slice of bread with molasses “w-e are 
doing as wrell as we can for the child.” 
Another illustration of the marvel­ 
ous value of bread as a food is given 
by Dr. Hutchinson. 
“One pound .of 
beef is only about half as valuable as 
a source of energy as an equal quan­ 
tity of cheese, while a given weight of 
bread yields a third more energy than 
its equivalent In beef.” 
The amount of food required by an 
ordinary person is somewhat rem ark­ 
able when comparison is made with 
an engine. A man requires to be sup­ 
plied with about 4,600 foot-tons of en­ 
ergy a day. That is to say, his food If 
consumed in an engine would raise 
4.600 tons weight one foot high every 
day. This does not allow for waste. 
“The human body is rather a waste­ 
ful machine,” says Dr. Hutchinson. 
“That is to say, an enormous amount 
of energy is not turned out as work, 
but is lost in heat.” 
Considered as a 
heat machine, the human body is de­ 
scribed as being more effective than 
the best engine.

8LA1N BY BOMB. 


Former Governor of Idaho Killed 
While Entering Home. 
Frank Steunenberg, former Govern­ 
or of the State of Idaho, was killed by 
the explosion of a dynamite bomb Sat­ 
urday evening, and thus, after the in­ 
tervention of a number of years, the 
inner circle of the Coeur D’Alene dy­ 
namiters 
whom 
he so relentlessly 
prosecuted while Governor is believed 
to have secured its long threatened re­ 
venge. 
The asssination of Steunenberg was 
one of the most cold-blooded and re­ 
volting crimes of its nature in the his­ 
tory of the United States. 
Never be­ 
fore has the dreaded weapon of the 
Russian anarchists, with which the 
Czars of the empire are kept in con­ 
stant fear, been turned on any man, 
no m atter how 
hated, in American 
public life. 
The bomb was placed at the gate 
of the former Governor’s home iu such 
a manner that the owning of the gate 
would set 
it off. 
The Steunenberg 
residence is situated in the Boise sub­ 
urb of Caldwell, aud Steunenberg was 
later than usual in getting to his home 
Saturday evening. 
He 
reached 
the 
gate at about 6:40 o’clock and swung 
it open with a shove. 
Instantly there 
was a mighty explosion. 
The noise 
was heard miles away. Windows were 
shaken in houses blocks distant. 
Members of tile Steunenberg family 
immediately rushed to the scene of 
tile explosion. The gate had been shat­ 
tered into a thousand bits and lying 
in the midst of the debris was the for­ 
mer Governor. 
Both legs had 
been 
carried away aud what was left of 
tile body was horribly cut and braised. 
“Who shot me?” muttered Steunen- 
t>erg faintly, 
lie then lapsed off into 
unconsciousness. 
He was carried into 
the house and died twenty minutes 
later. 
Ile never recovered conscious­ 
ness. 
Tile authorities are firmly convinced 
that the assassination was the result 
of 
the 
prominent part Steunenberg 
played in the prosecution of the Coeur 
D’Alene dynamiters while Governor in 
180!). 
His life has frequently been 
threatened by men identified with the 
inner circle of the dynamiters. 


PROCLAIM WAR. 


Russian* Rebel* Formally Proclaim 
for Armed I'prlMlnir. 
It is no longer a strike but an open, 
armed rebellion, in Russia. The council 
of workmen met secretly in St. Peters­ 
burg Saturday night and after an eight- 
hour session adopted a resolution to call 
off the strike Monday “because the fight 
of the people against the government can 
no longer be limited to tile disorganiza­ 
tion of the economic life of the nation 
through a univercal strike and is al­ 
ready in many parts of the country tak­ 
ing on the character of an armed upris­ 
ing.” “The council of workmen’s depu­ 
ties,” the resolution concludes, “decides 
to proceed immediately with warlike op­ 
erating and the organization of an armed 
uprising.” 
The council recognized that the at­ 
tempt of an immediate uprising could 
not succeed in the capital, but 
while 
making preparations it would be neces­ 
sary to undertake a sort of guerrilla war­ 
fare, consisting of the disarming of police 
ami soldiers wherever they are 
found 
alone in the streets, the use of bombs 
from ambush and other acts of terror. 
Tile council drew up a proclamation 
to the Cossacks warning them that if 
they continued to fight against the peo­ 
ple they would be treated like mad dogs 
and if they desired to be treated like 
brothers they should remain in their bar­ 
racks. An appeal was also draw n up re­ 
questing the proletariat of all countries 
to support the fight begun at Moscow-.

Labor Oppressed Years Amo. 
All the writers on the early 
labor 
movement agree that the working peo­ 
ple in the early history of the nation 
had a hard row to hoe. Here is what 
one w riter says: 
“The length of a working day in 
1825 varied from twelve 
to 
fifteen 
hours. The New England mills gener­ 
ally ran thirteen hours a day the year 
round. The regulations of the factories 
were cruel and oppressive to a degree. 
Operatives were taxed by the company 
for the support of religion. 
Habitual 
absence from church was 
punished 
by the Lowell 
M anufacturing Com­ 
pany with dismissal from employment 
and in other respects the life of the 
employes outside the 
factories 
was 
regulated as well as their life within 
them. Windows were nailed down and 
the operatives deprived of fresh air. 
A ease of rebellion on the part of 1,000 
women on account of tyrannical and 
oppressive treatm ent is recorded. 
“Women and children were scourged 
by the use of a cowhide, and an in­ 
stance Is recorded of an 
11-year-old 
boy whose leg was broken by a billet 
of wood. 
In Mendon a boy 
of 
12 
drowned himself in a pond to escape 
factory 
labor. 
Wages in the mills 
were small, adults earning between 65 
cents and 71 cents a day. 
“John Mitchell in his Organized La­ 
bor says: ’From 1825 to 1829 the earn­ 
ings of the American workingmen were 
higher than ever before in the Ameri­ 
can history. 
The unskilled workmen, 
such as sawyers and hodearriers, re­ 
ceived about 75 cents a day for twelve 
hours’ work where they previously re­ 
ceived 50 cents from sunup to sun­ 
down. 
During the winter, however,, 
wages were much lower. 
Men who 
could earn in summer from 62% cents 
to SO cents a day were glad to receive 
a smaller sum in winter.’ 
“According to J. B. McMaster, the 
remuneration of women was, as it is 
to-day, lower than that of men and 
their opportunities for employment in­ 
comparably less. 
Women might bind 
shoes, sew rags, fold and stitch books, 
become spoolers or make coarse shirts 
aud duck pantaloons at 8 or IO cents 
apiece. 
The making of shirts was 
sought after because these garments 
could be made in the lodgings of the 
seamstress, who was commonly the 
mother of a little family and often a 
widow. Yet the most expert could uot 
finish more than nine shirts a week, 
for which she might receive 72 or 90 
cents. 
Fifty cents a week seems to 
have been about the average earnings 
at shirtmaking. 
“It was about 1825, when the condi­ 
tions of the American workman had 
already begun to improve, that consid­ 
erable unrest appeared among the la 
boring classes, aud from this time to 
the outbreak of the civil w ar there was 
a gradual evolution toward a higher 
standard of life and tabor.41 ~

Industrial Notes. 
During October the American Federa­ 
tion of Labor issued 19 charters, di­ 
vided as follows: Central bodies, 7; State 
bodies, 2: federal labor unions, 6: local 
trade unions, 4. 
At the present time it 
has 118 international unions affiliated, 
with approximately 27,000 locals. 
According to a report issued by the 
American Federation of Labor, the per* 
centage of workmen unemployed in the 
month of October is smaller than it has 
ever been since records were kept. 
Of 
1.885 unions, with an aggregate mem­ 
bership of 154,118, making returns, there 
were nine-tenths of one per cent without 
employment. 


The Louisiana Supreme Court has de­ 
cided that a labor union has no right to 
control the acts of its members when * 
performing public duties. The case was 
that of the Plumbers’ Union, which had 
ordered its members on the board to 
vote for a certain candidate for inspec­ 
tor. The men refused and were expelled 
from the union, and the court now or­ 
ders them reinstated. 
The Industrial Workers of the World 
have about 50 members in Chicago, ac­ 
cording to J. J. Keppler, business agent 
of the Machinists’ Union, but he says 
“they mnke enough noise for 5,000.” 
The organization was formed last July, 
and attempts to unite all the workers 
under one union. 
It operates in direct 
opposition to the American Federation 
of Labor, and officials of that organiza­ 
tion say that the new idea is imprac­ 
tical and will not succeed. 
Beginning on Monday, Jan. I, 30,000 
hands employed by the American Wool­ 
en Company of Boston had their wages 
advanced IO per cent. The increase be­ 
comes effective in the 30 plants of the 
corporation, which are located in several 
States, and several woolen mills in the 
East not owned by the company have 
granted a similar advance. 
It is esti­ 
mated that the advance will give the 
American Woolen Company’s hands an 
aggregate of about $1,000,000 more each 
year than they have been receiving. 
As its final word to the public In an­ 
ticipation of the coming struggle with 
the book and job printing houses, the In­ 
ternational Typographical Union heads a 
circular* thus: “We propose to sell to 
the employer eight hours out of twenty- 
four, aud we will do as we please with 
the remaining sixteen.” A peculiar fea­ 
ture of the strike at New York will be 
the tyiug up of the National Civic Fed­ 
eration Review, organ of the Civic Fed­ 
eration, which is printed in one of the 
houses pledged to oppose the eight-hour 
day with nine hours’ pay. 
During the last two years Argentina, 
South America, has had more than her 
share of labor troubles. 
Strike has suc­ 
ceeded strike, and to such a pass has the 
labor question arrived that 
Congress 
sanctioned a residential law by which 
the frovernnient was authorized to expel 
from the country all foreigners who were 
considered dangerous individuals. 
Over 
200 persons have been sent out of the 
country under this law. 
The average 
workingman has gained in one way con­ 
siderably from the strikes, as the eight- 
hour working day is general throughout 
the country aud wages are mach higher.

H om e In stin ct In Cattle. 
There are 3,000 head of cattle run­ 
ning loose In the Pinal basin of Ari­ 
zona, and they are owned by twenty 
men. Each animal has a brand on his 
hip as broad as a ham, and crops, bits 
and underhacks galore In bis ears. Be­ 
yond these m arks of ownership be is as 
free as a deer, and should he so elect 
could wander from the Mexican bor­ 
der to the Canadian line without run­ 
ning up against a barbed wire fence. 
Yet such Is the simple nature of cat­ 
tle that they “use” in the country 
where they are born, and only the ut­ 
most stress of wind aud weather will 
suffice to drive them away. 
They are 
“home folks” and stick to their barren 
canyons and w ater holes with all the 
devotion of untutored rural man. The 
calf runs with his mother and learns 
her ways, which become bis ways. 
It 
is upon this home instinct that tho 
practice of Western cattle raising rests. 
—Dave Coolidge, in Sunset Magazine. 


Show Y our H o n e . 
A practical horse salesman advises 
farmers who desire to sell horses at 
good prices, to cultivate the acquaint­ 
ance of the town liverymen and vet­ 
erinarians, bv showing them a good 
horse from time to time. These town 
people will become impressed with 
the fact that this fanner has good 
stock and knows how to train arn? 
fit them for use. Never drive a poorly 
shod horse to town, if sales are to be 
encouraged. 
Neat shoes on the fore­ 
feet make a horse showy. 
A poorly 
groomed horse is the poorest recom­ 
mendation to the horseman that can 
be put before a buying public. 


Give pigs succulent food and exer­ 
cise. clean, grassy beds to sleep in. 
and fresh pure air to breathe, and 
there is but little complain about dis- 
easa The nearer these conditions can 
be duplicated in winter the less dis­ 
ease there will be to complain of. 


Perhaps the hest way to pick seed 
corn would be to go Into the field 
with a sack over the shoulder and 
walking between two rows of corn 
and watching them both, taking the 
best ears from the best 
stalks as 
they appear. 
This work may be done 
when the ears aire of medium ma­ 
turity and before corn will do to crib. 


The asparagus bed should be mow­ 
ed and the tops burned before the 
seeds fall, otherwise the seed will 
grow and overstock the bed with fee­ 
ble i>Ialits. 
The bed should be cov­ 
ered for winter with a heavy coat of 
manure for protection, and in spring 
rake off the coarse part and work 
the rest into the soli.

Fruit packed In a box shows to good 
advantage and needs little disturb­ 
ance of contents in making examina­ 
tion. 


Good Result* from Molasses Feeds. 
A dairyman uot far from Boston ex­ 
presses himself aa much pleased with 
the new feed made of waste molasses 
and mixed grain. 
He has no ensilage 
and finds that the molasses feed is of 
a laxative nature, particularly good 
with a dry ratiou. 
Iu a feeding ex­ 
periment at Fort 
Collins 
molasses 
from the sugar mill was utilized as a 
complement to corn and shorts. 
The 
molasses was mixed with water and 
the grain added sufficient to make a 


the drinking water, which was rel­ 
ished greatly by the pigs, for after a 
time they would uot driuk water with­ 
out it. The pigs averaged eighty-three 
pounds each at the time the experi­ 
ment began and 212 pounds each at 
the close. 
They were fed 107 days. 
It required 3.3 pounds of grain and 
1.8 pounds of molasses for each pound 
of gain. At local prices for the grain 
aud molasses, the cost of each pound 
of gain was 3.61 cents. 
Considering 
that no pasture was used, these re­ 
sults show a high feeding value for 
molasses. 
The pork from these hog9 
was very fine.—American 
Cultivator. 


Iii France the wagons used by the 
jperchants and farmers have wheel 
tires ranging from 3 to IO Inches in 
width, the most usual width 
being 
from 4 to 6 inches. 
Tbs large freight 
wagons (four-wheeled) have tires rare­ 
fy narrower than 6 inches, and the 
rear axle is about 12 to 
14 
Inches 
longer than the front axle, so that the 
rear wheel tracks will lap the tracks 
made by the front wheels, and so 
widen the space of roadway rolled by 
the wheels.

age from burning bones Is to make

as when broken up without burning.

M oisture 
to 
H atch. 
Eggs must not become too dry dur­ 
ing the Incubation period. Some poul- 
trymen advocate sprinkling them with 
warm water; one writer states that 
he dips them in warm water. In pre­ 
paring the nests for setting hens it is 
a geed plan to put a freshly cut sod 
in the bottom of the box and bulk! 
the nest of hay or straw (preferably 
hay) on the top of tile sod. 
If the 
hen Is permitted to leave the nest at 


C a p t a i n s for the Poultry H o u s e . 
No m atte: jow comfortable the poul­ 
try house is ordinarily if it Las 
glass in it some provision should be 
made for covering that glass during 
cold nights if the necessity arises. An 
excellent and a cheap way of doing 
this is to provide curtains of heavy 
unbleached muslin, burlap or a strip 
of carpet. 
Fasten the lower end to a 
roller, using an old broom handle if 
nothing better offers, and tacking the 
upper edge to the 
window 
frame. 
Then by sewing a loop or tacking it 
to the roller and having a nail in the 
upper part of the window frame it is 
easy to roll the curtain up out of the 
way during the day. 
In the event of 
the poultry house having a consider­ 
able expanse of glass something of 
this kind is absolutely essential, even 
in the middle sections of the country, 
if the fowls have large combs 
and 
wattles. 
An arrangem ent similar to 
this in front of the roosts saves more 
than one comb from becoming frost­ 
ed. 
When a cold night is expected 
cover the floor of toe house thickly 
with straw that the fowls may have 
something warm to walk over and 
peck through in the early morning be­ 
fore breakfast is ready.

It is one of the

an animal can convey such a pleasing 
idea as a photograph. 
A few simple rules carefully ob­ 
served will Insure a good picture four 
times out of five. 
The film cameras 
are cheap and films do not cost much, 
and the local photographer Is always 
ready to develop and make prints at 
reasonab’e 
prices. 
One good photo­ 
graph of an animal for sale would be 
worth more to the breeder than the 
cost many times over. 
It is customary for breeders Uy/iu- 
ploy professional photographers*^ do 
the work. 
The expense i/sually is 
from five to ten d o lin g and the re­ 
sults are seldom satisfactory because 
the photographer does not understand 
the points that the brew er wishes to 
emphasize. 
Live stock may be advertised by 
photography to better advantage than 
any other way. 
A picture used in a 
paper calling attention to the adver­ 
tisement makes the ad

prominently. Successful stockmen are 
good advertisers.
